Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-10 and 14-19 are allowed. The claims will be renumbered as 1-16. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant invention 
discloses an eye tracking technique that determines the location of a person's eyes in three- 
dimensional space. None of the prior art of record including (McDowell and Eriksson) rely 
upon: 1) the use of a bunch graph matching for locating the feature in the left camera image and 
in the right camera image, wherein the feature is an eye of a person's face, and determine the 
feature location in multiple dimensions including depth based on the feature locations in the left 
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camera image and the right camera image; 2) locating the feature in the left camera image and in 
the right camera image using image analysis based on wavelet component values generated from 
wavelet transformations of the camera images, wherein the feature is an eye of a person's face, 
and determine the feature location in multiple dimensions including depth based on the feature 
locations in the left camera image and the right camera image; and 3) locating the left eye and 
the right eye in the left camera image using image analysis based on wavelet component values 
generated from wavelet transformations of the left camera image, and locating the left eye and 
the right eye in the right camera image using image analysis based on wavelet component values 
generated from wavelet transformations of the right camera image, and determining the feature 
locations of the left eye and the right eye in three dimensions based on the left and right eye 
locations in the left camera image and the left and right eye locations in the right camera image. 
These elements and in combination with all the other elements of the claims are not disclosed 
and fairly suggested by any of the prior art of record.
